As y ears passed the act was in­ 
creased, each newco mer in the 
Fau st family taking as natu rally to 
acro batic wo rk as do es the pro ­ 
v erbial du ck to water.

The elder Fau st is no w eng ag ed 
in Sidney , Au stralia, teaching a 
scho o l o f acro bats and dancers.
